IN a recent medical paper there is a very interest- 
ing article by a leading surgeon, who tells how he has 
doubled his income in the last year. This eminent spe- 
cialist formerly spent half his time in making out and 
collecting bills and other clerical work. He finally decid- 
ed on a change, and made an arrangement with a rela- 
tive to act as his business manager at a salary of $25 per 
week. His business manager makes all appointments 
with patients, does all the bookkeeping, collecting, etc., 
and his employer devotes his entire time to setting 
bones, amputations, etc. 

The doctor, in explaining the working of the sys- 
tem, said it made a great lessening of his business bur- 
dens, for, while he had an extraordinary accuracy, deft- 
ness and precision in treating a dangerous wound, 
he was one of the slowest and most bungling account- 
ants that ever lived, and always had to go over a simple 
addition two or three times in order to make sure he 
was not making an egregious blunder. 

Few of us can be Admirable Crichtons, with great 
gifts in all directions. Paderewski could never earn 
over $30 a week as a vocalist, and Jean de Reszke could 
not enthuse femininity by his genius in pounding the 
keys of a piano. 

Everyone knows the story of the man who boasted 
that he had beaten Lasker, the world’s chess champion, 
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and Ives, the world’s premier billiardist. On being 
closely questioned it turned out that he had secured the 
best of Ives in playing chess, that juggler of the ivories 
barely knowing a king from a rook, and had vanquished 
Lasker at billiards, the master of chess combinations 
not being able to average over 114 at a four-ball game. 

I have always been an advocate of specialization. 
Sept. 2, 1899, in an article in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
I maintained that merchandising was not the province 
of the manufacturer, my argument being as follows: 

“The division of the mercantile world into three 
classes, viz., manufacturers, jobbers and retailers, is not, 
as one might thoughtlessly imagine, a merely arbitrary 
one. 

“Experience has shown that often as it has been 
tried, no one man or concern has ever made a conspic- 
uous success in an attempt to appear in two of these 
roles. 

“Firms that carry on a wholesale and a retail busi- 
ness simultaneously have only been successful in cases 
like that of Marshall Field & Co., Chicago, where the 
two branches were clearly and sharply differentiated and 
carried on under different roofs. Such cases are very 
rare, however. Some small manufacturers do a little 
jobbing to eke out their incomes, but the kings of the 
jobbing world eschew all manufacturing, while the most 
successful manufacturers are those who let jobbers carry 
the burden of selling their product. 

“Manufacturing is one thing, merchandising is 
another. The captain of some leading industry in some 
great metropolis may have better means of grasping 
general market conditions than Elihu Smith, the West 
Parktown retail dealer, but it cannot be denied that 
Friend Elihu’s estimate as to the number and char- 
ter of the goods West Parktown will want the ensuing 
season will be a good deal nearer the bull’s eye than any 
made by the aforesaid captain, seated at his metropolitan 
desk. 

“Why, then, should the manufacturer assume the 
unnecessary risk and expense of making up and carrying 
goods before they are ordered? Is it not better busi- 
ness policy to first sell and then make the goods, rather 
than to make them and then sell them, if you can?” 

Every day sees more and more converts to this doe- 
trine. The successful manufacturer today is almost in- 
variably one who plays the role of a shadow as regards 
his orders—always trying to overtake them, but never do- 
ing it. 

The manufacturer with a laboring oar is the one 
who gets weirdly excited when he gets a nice bunch of 
orders on hand and turns the check valve on his sales 
department. Then when orders cease their crescendo 
strain and take up a diminuendo bar or two, there is an 
emergency call on the sales department, and a wild raid 
is made for orders, good orders and questionable orders, 
orders at stiff prices and orders at any old prices. Steady 
streams can discount tides. The firms who “shadow” 
their orders pay the largest dividends. The only way to 
bring about this desirable state of affairs is to advertise 
when business is good, thus making provision for the in- 
evitable slackening in demand that will come later.

E. C. ATKINS. 

On the 18th of April, 1901, in the city of Indian- 
apolis, Ind., Mr. E. C. Atkins departed this life at the 
age of 68 years. Mr. Atkins had for a great many 
years been a great factor in the hardware business, both 
in this and in foreign countries, and the imprint of his 
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name upon the article which he devoted his life to per- 
fect, was an evidence of its worth and character. Mr. 
Atkins was born in Bristol, Conn., and at an early age 
entered the employ of his father as an apprentice, and 
learned the manufacture of saws, and so earnestly did 
he pursue his calling that at the age of seventeen he was 
the assistant superintendent of his. father’s factory. Be- 
ing of an enterprising turn of mind, he, in 1856, at the 
age of 25 years, migrated to the west, and established his 
present business in Indianapolis, Ind., in 1857. Com- 
mencing in a small way, by his pluck, energy and push, 
he soon forced his business to the point of becoming one 
of the foremost in the west. This was not, however, 
without his period of discouragement, and the road was 
not always easy. Misforttne overtook him in the shape 
of fire, which burned his establishment twice, but his 
resolution knew no such thing as failure, and each time 
he built it it was on an enlarged foundation, until at his 
death he was one of the largest producers of saws in the 
world. Mr. Atkins solved in a. great degree the dif- 
ficulty between labor and capital by treating all of his 
employes as personal friends, and when the great line of 
stalwart mechanics lined up on each side of the walk- 
way leading from his door to his gate and his remains 
were borne upon the arms of faithful employes, of 
those who had fought life’s battle with him, it was easy 
to discover by a glance at the faces of these earnest men, 
that they had lost one who was truly a friend and a 
brother. Mr. Atkins was in évery sense of the word a 
fine business man, viewed from any standpoint you 
might select, and he cherished, as a most precious herit- 
age, his honor and name as one to be transmitted to his 
successors in life. Being of a religious turn of mind, 
he exemplified in all the walks of life the high char- 
acteristics of a Christian gentleman, and the west has 
produced no finer specimen of man than the subject of 
our sketch. We commend his example as worthy of 
emulation, of all who would make real success of life, 
and extend to his friends and associates in business our 
most tender sympathy in their grief.

Please 
tell me about what size pipes should be used and size 
coils should be upstairs, and how the return should be 
connected to stove again, and where, in order to have 
proper circulation. This is to be a large size Round 
Oak stove. The radiator on first floor stands in a hall- 
way. F. D. B.

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

In our subscriber’s sketch, which we do not repro- 
duce here, the system is laid out without an expansion 
tank, or other outlet for the expansion of water except 
that it was connected direct to city water supply, which 
we suppose was the intention to use same forthe expanded 
water, but there is so much danger in such systems in 
many respects that we could not recommend it for the 
most simple plant. -And, therefore, we recommend such 
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a system of pipe work for this job as shown in the ac- 
companying illustration. 

To secure ample heating capacity for the radiating 
surface in the various rooms we cannot take into con- 
sideration the size of the stove nor any particular make, 
as our subscriber says that this is to be a large size 
Round Oak stove, we regret that we do not know how 
large a large size stove of this make is, but if it has 
capacity for a pipe coil which will contain from 5 to 6 
square feet of surface, and that such a size coil will be 
placed in the stove it will answer the purpose. To prop- 
erly warm the second floor rooms it will be necessary to 
make a coil for one room containing 165 lineal feet of 
one-inch pipe and 120 feet in the other, as marked, 
while the radiator in the hall or first floor should con- 
tain about 50 square feet of surface. If the work is 
constructed as the plan here shown each radiator or coil 
can be made to operate independent of the other, or all 
at the same time, while there will be a perfect circula- 
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tion at all points in the system. As will be noticed in 
this system, we place an expansion tank above the higi- 
est radiation, and in this plant an 8 gallon tank will be 
large enough, and which should be equipped with 29 
overflow and vent pipe, as shown, without a valve, so 
that the system will be open to the atmosphere at all 
times. The water must be as high as the expansion 
tank, and when it falls below that point more water must 
be allowed to flow in from the street main, and these 
are the only times that the street supply of water should 
be open to the system. 

As will be noticed by referring to the illustration, 
all pipes are run in such a manner that air cannot 
lodge in any part of the system, but flow to the expansion 
tank, and thereby never interfere with the circulation, 
and at the same time dispensing with air valves at any 


point.

President Francis A. Williams, 
read his annual address, as follows: 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT WILLIAMS. 
NO RADICAL DEPARTURES. 

As president of your association, I extend to you a 
welcome and cordial greeting to this, our Thirteenth 
Annual Convention. The past year, since my election 
to the highest and most honorable office conferable by 
you, has been a most pleasant one for your president in 
his relations to and with the association officers and 
members. It is not my good fortune to be able to pre- 
sent to you any radical departure or new methods pro- 
mulgated during my term of office; on the contrary, 
the line of work passed upon has been of ordinary and 
routine character. 

We now meet again in convention to formulate 
legislation for our members as a national body, always 
bearing in mind that local conditions should be so modi- 
fied as to conform and harmonize with the general laws 
of our national association. 

The matters of general interest which I consider 
should be brought to your attention, at this time, by 
me as president, have been briefly noted, and I thank you 
in advance for your attention. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

After many years of continuous service as an Ex- 
ecutive Commiitee member, I have taken great pleasure 
in the continuance of active service on the sub-committee 
selected to transact the detail business of your associa- 
tion. Many conferences and regular meetings have been 
attended during the year, and the committee have been 
called upon to decide questions of considerable import- 
ance to the trade in the form of complaints, suggestions, 
administration and general good of the order. The de- 
tails of the work will appear in reports from this com- 
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mittee und your secretary and treasurer. The chairman 
of the committee is a veteran in the order, and a past 
master in the fullest sense of the title, and has proven 
an able critic and censor in the publication of your “Bul- 
letin.” He is worthy of every confidence and honor your 
association is able to bestow upon him, and I sincerely 
hope he may be able to consider a further continuance 
of active service in this association. 
FINANCES. 

The finances of the association, as presented to you 
by your treasurer’s report, is evidence of the prosperous 
and active condition of the association. Without show- 
ing any material change from our reports of last year, 
we have been in a more settled condition, the returns 
from associations and individual members having been 
received regularly by the treasurer. 

I desire to impress upon you the necessity of having 
a secretary and treasurer appointed from the same city 
in order that each may receive the support of the other, 
and by such intercourse a systematic and careful set of 
books and accounts can be more properly kept, as your 
auditing committee will, during this meeting, have an 
opportunity to testify. , 

The treasurer has been ably aided by your secretary 
in conducting the financial affairs of the association of 
which he has control, as was evidenced during a pro- 
tracted period, when our treasurer, Mr. Hall, was inca- 
pacitated by a severe and serious illness, during which 
time the treasurer’s books of accounts were kept up to 
date at national headquarters by our secretary. 

THE DEFENSE FUND. 

The defense fund has been increased during the 
year only by the accrued interest, and there has been 
no call or necessity for the use of the principal, which 
is placed on deposit in a trust company, subject to call 
should the occasion arise. 

This fund should be continued and increased, if pos- 
ble. I presume every member of this association is 
fully aware of and appreciates, the great value to be de- 
rived from having such a fund on hand under united 
national organization. No one can tell when a time will 
arrive when some individual member, or members, may 
require the support of the national association. 

If a time should arrive when it becomes necessary 
for a member to call upon the national association for 
the protection which this fund is contemplated to give, 
it certainly would be a source of gratification to such 
member to know that there is a substantial sum on 
hand which can be drawn upon to render assistance un- 
der the experienced guidance which the Executive Com- 
mittee could give. 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 

The “Official Bulletin” has been published each 
month and sent to members and subscribers throughout 
the country, and is, without doubt, a medium through 
which our advertisers and members are brought in closer 
relationship. 

I trust this organ of the association has been the 
means of giving to the manufacturers “in accord” an 
increase of trade from our members, for I cannot express 
too strongly the desires of myself and the officers of your 
association to be loyal to these manufacturers and deal- 
ers who have been loyal and steadfast to our members. 

The policy inaugurated last year of receiving un- 
solicited support from our advertisers has been con- 
tinued, and the results, as heretofore, have been grati- 
fying. 

STANDARD FLANGES. 

The subject of standard flanges has been presented 
to you in different forms at each convention, and last 
year a committee was appointed to modify and perfect 
minor details in order to better provide a general stand- 
ard for varying conditions. 

It is to be hoped that the report of your committee 
will be one that will present as nearly a perfect and 
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standard schedule as can be prepared, that will be sat- 
isfactory to manufacturers for all ordinary pressures and 
conditions governing our business. 

I would recommend that the trade at large, but 
especially our members, specify and order from the 
manufacturers and dealers “in accord” goods with 
flanges made in accordance with our standard flange 
schedule. 

ANNUAL CONVENTIONS. 

Our association, being an incorporated body, under 
the laws of the state of New York, is required to fix a 
time of holding the annual meeting. At the time of 


incorporation it was considered that the interest and 
convenience of all would be best served by specifying 
the month of June as the season to hold our meetings. 
Reports received from our secretary would make it ap- 
pear that some members prefer an earlier date than 
June should be fixed as time for meetings. This is a 
matter that can best be considered now by members as- 
sembled. 
TRADE RELATIONS. 

The trade resolutions passed at the eleventh annual 
convention, held in Buffalo, June 7-9, 1899, seem to 
have been misinterpreted by some manufacturers and 
dealers, and especially the provisions as to exempt con- 
sumers. One point in particular is the exemption of con- 
cerns having in their employ men engaged at steam fit- 
ting. It may be well to remind you that the Buffalo 
resolutions supersede any and all other resolutions 
passed in convention. 

SUGGEST MODIFICATIONS OF EXEMPT CONSUMERS 

CLAUSE. 

It has been suggested by some manufacturers with 
whom we have had business relations, that a modifica- 
tion of the exempt consumers’ clause be made so as to 
provide a differential list on proposed lines, allowing 
manufacturers to sell a certain class of consumers not 
included in the present exempt consumers’ list. | 
would recommend that this be given serious thought and 
full debate, and an effort made to solve this important 
question in a manner that will prove satisfactory to this 
association and the manufacturers and dealers upon our 
list in accord. 

SPECIFICATIONS FOR CONSUMERS. 

Another question of vital interest to the trade is one 
which is often brought to our attention, viz., the making 
of plans and specifications for consumers and others 
by boiler manufacturers. This practice is certainly a 
pernicious one, and if it can be remedied in no other 
manner I would recommend that members of this asso- 
ciation and the trade at large concentrate their purchas- 
ing power by confining their dealings to manufacturers 
“in accord” who will refrain from making plans and 
specifications. The subject should receive the careful 
consideration of local associations and individual mem- 
bers where no local association exists. 

IN GENERAL. 

There are matters which will be presented to you in 
executive session by your Executive Committee, treas- 
urer and secretary, and one in particular which the 
Committee on Good of the Order will be called upon to 
report to you during the present session. 

BENEFICIAL LEGISLATION. 

I trust that the convention will devote sufficient 
time and its best energies in the endeavor to effect leg- 
islation which will be of real and lasting benefit to the 
members of this organization. 

THANKS TO FELLOW OFFICERS. 

My thanks are tendered to the Executive Commit- 
tee, secretary and members for the uniform courtesy 
which has been shown me during my terms of office. 

I trust that we may meet at future conventions 
under as favorable circumstances and conditions as ex- 
ist in the affairs of the association at this time. 

Secretary Henry B. Gombers’ report was as follows : 
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REPORT OF SECRETARY GOPBERS. 


A MORE EVEN DISTRIBUTION OF WORK. 

My fifth annual report will be confined to a very few 
subjects, for the reason that in the report of the Execu- 
tive Committee mention is made of much of the busi- 
ness which we have had occasion to jointly consider and 
dispose of. . 

The president, chairman of the Executive commit- 
tee and treasurer being located in New York City, within 
easy reach of national headquarters, and the national 
vice president, although living in Philadelphia, having 
been present, with few exceptions, at committee meet- 
ings, there has been a more even distribution of the 
work and much prompter service in the handling of de- 
tails than in previous years. 

A READY RESPONSE. 

Whenever the other members of the Executive Com- 
mittee have been called upon for advice or action they 
have readily responded, and have given their valuable 
advice and assistance. 

The sub-committee, having taken charge of the de- 
tail work, has relieved the other members from per- 
sonal attendance at meetings held at headquarters, and 
there has arisen no question which would require the 
action of the out-of-town members that could not be 
communicated to them by mail or telegraph. 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 

In April, 1897,the policy of the association regard- 
ing methods to be employed in the issuing of the “Of- 
ficial Bulletin” was rather indefinite in the: mind of 
your secretary, but it was not long before the true intent 
and purpose of this feature of his work was made clear 
to him. Having acquired the knowledge that the asso- 
ciation was desirous of making the “Official Bulletin” 
an organ in which official announcements could be pub- 
lished to the members, to the manufacturers and deal- 
ers on list in accord, as well as to the trade generally, 
your secretary has endeavored to follow this line of 
policy under the direction of the national Executive 
Committee. I do not recall a single instance where any 
just or serious complaint has been made concerning our 
management, and it is due to the members that this in- 
formation should be placed in their hands. 

ARTICLES IN THE BULLETIN. 

We have heretofore requested our members to fur- 
nish articles on heating and ventilating, or other sub- 
jects that would be interesting to the trade, in order 
that they could be published in the “Bulletin.” Such 
invitation has not brought forth the responses we would 
have desired; nevertheless the readers of the issue 
for current month (June) have had the pleasure of 
noting an article on “Trade Abuses,” which is to be 
followed in succeeding months by articles from same 
author. 

There is almost always room in the “Bulletin” for 
just such articles, and the members can serve the best 
interests of the trade by voicing their sentiments between 
conventions by using the pages of their official organ. 

COMPLAINTS. 

The data referring to complaints made against 
concerns on list in accord is on file at headquarters 
where it is at the disposal of all who are entitled to 
same. 

The disposition of complaints investigated is pre- 
sented in the Executive Committee report. In this 
connection I desire to call especial attention of mem- 
bers to the necessity of furnishing the committee with 
positive and definite evidence in support of their griev- 
ances, and not take hearsay evidence as a basis for mak- 
ing complaints. 

In every instance but one where the committee has 
found it necessary for a defendant to appear at head- 
quarters in answer to a charge, there has been a prompt 
and ready response to the request. 
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ORGANIZING. 


It has been the intention of your secretary to make 
an occasional visit to cities where there are local asso- 
ciations, and as far as possible to call at places where 
there is any likelihood of being of service in the way 
of interesting the trade in the formation of a local to 
affiliate with the National Association. 

During the past year I have traveled, going as far 
northwest as Minneapolis and St. Paul; southwest to 
Kansas City, St. Louis, etc.; east to Boston; and south 
as far as Washington, D. C. 

DISCRIMINATION NECESSARY. 

More real organizing can be accomplished by a 
slight personal effort of those now in the association, 
than by tons of printed matter and hundreds of dollars 
expended for postage. 

There are some so-called master steam fitters in 
the business who would not add any dignity or worth 
to this association, and such people we do not invite or 
care to have become members, but members already en- 
rolled in our number can readily discriminate in this 
matter and extend the invitation only to those who would 
be acceptable associates. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The members of the Executive Committee have 
been uniform in their courtesy, and in the assistance 
which they have extended to me in performing the 
duties assigned. They have readily responded to calls 
for special attendance, when occasion warranted, and 
the members not resident in New York or vicinity 
have performed their duties in a manner to warrant 
the thanks of the association. 

I desire at this time to extend to thecommitteemy 
sincere thanks for their consideration, and at the same 
time to express my appreciation for their attitude in sus- 
taining my efforts to carry out the spirit as well as the 
letter of the Constitution of the association. 

SECRETARIES. 

It is not always best to say too many nice things 
about your associates for fear that some misinformed 
or perhaps jealous hearer might misconstrue the motives 
of the speaker or writer; but I cannot refrain from 
giving credit to the secretaries of state and local asso- 
ciations who have been so prompt in attending to the 
correspondence with National headquarters. 

They appreciate quick responses to communications 
from the members and others in this jurisdiction, and 
it therefore must be clear to them that they should re- 
spond kuickly to all communications from National 
headquarters. During the past year there has been 
little to find fault with, and if the improvement con- 
tinues in the same ratio the coming year, it will be 
a source of gratification to the officers responsible for 
the administration of your affairs. 

CONDITION OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

You will remember that last year I closed my report 
by expressing the hope that the association would con; 
tinue to show an advance in its affairs. I believe my 
hope has been realized. ‘There has been no immoderate 
display of aggressiveness, no bluster or boasting. no un- 
reasonable or arbitrary actions taken, to which objection 
could fairly be made; on the contrary, we have gone 
along in a quiet business-like manner, endeavoring to 
conduct the affairs of the association in such a way as to 
secure and maintain the respect of those with whom we 
have dealt. 

MANUFACTURERS ARE FRIENDLY. 

Evidence of the friendly attitude assumed by manu- 
facturers towards the association can be found in the 
report of your Executive Committee, and by further oral 
testimony which can be given by members of the com- 
mittee or your secretary; at least testimony on such 
matters as it would be proper to disclose. 

FINANCIAL CONDITION IS SOUND. 
The financial condition of the association is sound, 





and there is no doubt but what it will remain so for the 


reason that there is a sufficient number of men in the 
organization who recognize its worth, and who are 


always to be found at the front in its support. 
ASSOCIATION IS ON A FIRMER BASIS. 

Many reasons could be advanced for believing that 
the association is on a much firmer basis than it has been 
at times in the past. There is one feature, however, that 
should receive special mention, and that is, the friendly 
feeling that exists between members and the expressed 
desire to stand together on questions that involve the 
interests of the association, as well as to give their coun- 
tenance and aid to movements looking towards the bet- 
terment of the conditions of the trade at large, even 
where it must of necessity benefit people in the business 
who are not members of the Master Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters’ Association. 

The strength that is inherent should be developed, 
and be permitted to show itself by acts of such a char- 
acter as will further earn the approval and applause of 
all reputable people in the business. 

I hope that the coming year will bring to the Asso- 
ciation a full measure of success and progperity, which 
it is entitled to receive, and that each individual mem- 
ber may participate therein. 

REPORT OF TREASURER HALL. 

The report of Treasurer Henry L. Hall showed that 
the finances of the association were in good condition. 

The following is a recapitulation of treasurer Henry 
L. Hall’s report:

The report of the Executive Committee was as fol- 
lows: 

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

INCORPORATION. 

At the annual convention held in Boston, Mass., 
June 8th, 1900, the association at a regular session 
voted to abandon the Illinois state charter under which 
the association had conducted its business, and decided 
to tender all its goods, chattels and list of members to 
the National Association of Master Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters, which had been incorporated under the 
laws of the state of New York by members of this or- 
ganization, having in mind the best interests of all con- 
cerned. 

ILLINOIS CHARTER IS ABANDONED. 

The instructions given by the convention to take 
steps to abandon the Illinois state charter have been 
fully carried out, and we now have in our possession a 
certified copy of the “Final Dissolution of the National 
Association Master Steam and Hot Water Fitters,” 
received from the secretary of state of Illinois. 

THE CONSTITUTION IS AMENDED. 

Under the charter granted by the state of New 
York, it is necessary to elect eight (8) directors. In 
order to comply with this condition, the association 
amended Article XIII. of the Comstitution so that it 
reads as follows: 

“The National Executive Committee shall consist 
of eight directors or trustees as provided for in Articles 
of incorporation, three of whom shall be the president, 
vice-president and treasurer; the other five being elected 
at the annual convention.” 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

As the association had been incorporated by eight 
(8) members acting as incorporators to serve as directors 
until the first annual election, it became necessary to 
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comply with the provisions of the National Constitution published during the past fiscal year; copies thereof 





by electing officers and directors as provided therein. 
At the meeting in question this was done by the election 
of Messrs. John J. Collins, St. Louis; A. E. Kenrick, 
Brookline, Mass.; George Mehring, Chicago; Elias D. 
Smith, New York; and John W. Danforth, Buffalo, as 
the five (5) directors, and Messrs. Francis A. Williams, 
New York, president; Stewart A. Jellett, Philadelphia, 
vice-president; and Henry L. Hall, New York, treas- 
urer, making eight (8) directors in all, to serve for the 
fiscal year 1900-1901 or until their successors were 
elected and qualified. 
ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN. 

The first meeting of the eight (8) newly elected 
directors sitting as the Executive Committee, was held 
in Parlor “E” of Hotel Brunswick in Boston at eleven 
(11) o’clock a. m., Friday, June 6th, immediately after 
the adjournment of the morning session of the con- 
vention ; all the members being present. The committee 
organized and elected Elias D. Smith, of New York, as 
chairman of the Executive Committee for the year. 

ELECTION OF NATIONAL SECRETARY. 

At the above mentioned meeting the committee 
elected as national secretary, Henry B. Gombers, of New 
York, he having served in that capacity since April, 
1897. 

SURETY BONDS. 

Under the provisions of the Constitution of the 
National Association, the National treasurer and the 
National secretary are required to provide surety bonds, 
and in accordance therewith the above named officers 
delivered to the chairman of your committee, bonds of 
an approved surety company for the amounts called for. 

ADMINISTRATION, 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee hereto- 
fore mentioned, Messrs. Francis A. Williams, Stewart A. 
Jellett, Elias D. Smith and Henry L. Hall were duly 
made a sub-committee to transact detail business in such 
matters as would not be necessary to present to the entire 
committee. 

ELECTION OF MR. TUNSTEAD. 

On receipt of the resignation of Mr. John W. Dan- 
forth from the Executive Committee, June 15, 1900, that 
committee filled the vacancy by the choice of Mr. Ed- 
ward Tunstead, of Minneapolis, who was unanimously 
elected and kindly accepted the action of the Executive 
Committee. 

WORK OF SUB-COMMITTEE. 

A large amount of detail work has been disposed of 
during the past year by the sub-committee, which it 
would have been practically impossible to have disposed 
of had it been necessary to present same to every mem- 
ber of the National Executive Committee. 

Such questions as it was necessary to refer to the 
members distant from National headquarters were sub- 
mitted to them for their consideration and approval. 

As stated in former reports, our National head- 
quarters are open every day in the year except Sundays 
and holidays. 

FAITHFUL WORK OF COMMITTEE. 

The committee has followed the provisions of the 
Constitution and By-Laws to the minutest detail in con- 
ducting the affairs committed to its charge and each 
member has endeavored to faithfully fulfill the duties 
assigned, thereby hoping to merit the confidence and 
trust shown by you in selecting them to take charge of 
the affairs of the association for the year just ended. 

The statements to be presented to you cover a 
period from June 1st, 1900 to May 31st, 1901, and in 
this connection we will state that it is necessary to have 
a set time fo: closing the books in order that the ac- 
counts may be made up in time to present to the Na- 
tinal convention. 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 
Twelve numbers of the “Official Bulletin” have been 
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having been sent to members and other subscribers regu- 
larly. Sample copies as well as special numbers, have 
been sent to master steam and hot water fitters who are 
not members of this association, as well as to manu- 
facturers and dealers, whose names do not appear on our 
list in accord, for the purpose of calling their attention 
in this way to the fact that the National Association of 
Master Steam and Hot Water Fitters has been in exist- 
ence a number of years and proposes to continue to carry 
on its good work, trusting that those not identified with 
the organization will some day see the wisdom of placing 
themselves in closer touch with us. . 

The policy of the association in publishing the 
“Bulletin” has been to avoid interfering in any way with 
the trade papers. At the same time we mean to render 
whatever service we can to those manufacturers and 
dealers whose generous support in advertising helps 
lessen the expense of printing and distributing the 
many copies which go to the trade generally throughout 
the United States. Our members and the trade ought 
not to overlook these advertisers when placing orders 
for supplies. The members and those familiar with the 
methods employed by the recent administration recog- 
nize the fact that the “Official Bulletin” is published 
as a means of communication with our members and the 
trade generally, and that its field of usefulness extends 
where perhaps none of the trade papers could reach. 

STANDARD FLANGES. 

In our report last year we called the attention of 
the association to the fact that some criticism had been 
made upon the practical working of the schedule on 
some pipe sizes, and therefore the committee recom- 
mended the appointment of a special committee to con- 
fer as to a few minor changes in the schedule. At last 
convention such a committee was appointed, and they 
will later on during the sessions of this convention make 
their report. ; 





TRADE RESOLUTIONS. 

It is interesting to note that there have been more 
unsolicited applications to be placed upon our list in 
accord received from manufacturers during the past 
year than at any time for three years previous. 

Wherever it is possible to accede to the request of 
reputable manufacturers, it has been the policy of the 
Executive Committee to comply with same. As a result 
of our policy in carefully selecting and passing upon all 
applications, we can report an increase of thirty-eight 
(38) addresses of firms whose names appear upon our 
list in accord. 

CHANGES IN LIST. 

During the same length of time we have dropped 
from our list in accord twenty-seven (27) names and 
addresses by reason of discontinuance of business, or 
abandoning certain offices, or that former members of 
the association are no longer entitled to appear upon 
the list in accord as manufacturers and dealers while 
they are doing contracting work. 

No names have been removed by the Executive 
Committee by reason of violations of trade resolutions, 
neither has any one on the list, who is still in the busi- 
ness, voluntarily withdrawn their name. 

We recommend to the officers and members of the 
state and local associations, as well as to the star mem- 
bers, that they make an effort to obtain signatures to the 
trade resolutions from reputable manufacturers and 
dealers who are not now on the list in accord. 

IN MEMORIAM. 

At the eleventh annual convention held in the city 
of Buffalo in June, 1899, the death of Charles J. Gillis, 
of New York, was announced. Mr. Gillis was one of the 
early presidents of the National Association of Master 
Steam and Hot Water Fitters. 

This year we have to announce the death of two 
other pioneers in the steam heating business. On March 
31st, 1901, John Davis, of Chicago, and on May 6th, 








1901, John Jewell Smith, of New York, passeu away. 

Mr. Davis was elected president of the Master 
Steam and Hot Water Fitters’ Association of the United 
States at a meeting held in 1869 called for the purpose 
of organizing the steam heating trade. 

Mr. Smith, on the other hand, although in sympathy 
with their objects, never occupied an office in any of the 
Master Steam Fitters’ organizations with which his firm 
was identified. 

Your committee on resolutions will be called upon 
to prepare and present minutes upon the death of Mr. 
Davis and of Mr. Smith. 

Your committee in presenting this, their annual 
report, feel confident that you wiil give the subjects 
therein commented upon your best consideration, and 
that you will act upon them in such a way as to meet 
with the approval of our members. 
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IRON NICKEL ALLOY. 


The subject of this paper is the work of the com- 
mittee on iron-nickel alloys appointed by the “Verein 
zur Beforderung des Gewerbefleisses.” 

In the preparation of the alloys magnesium was 
added to the bath with a view to preventing the forma- 
tion of cavities in the resulting ingot. The proportion 
was 42 grms. magnesium to 30 kilos. nickel. The result, 
however, was not very successful, neither was the addi- 
tion of manganese of much effect. 

The physical investigations showed (a) that the 
coefficient of expansion with heat was very nearly the 
same for all the pieces cast or subsequently worked ; 
(b) that the electric conductivitv of the cast metal was 
not altered when it was afterwards hammered or rolled. 

The result of the tests for strength showed that 
with cast metal the nickel containing manganese fur- 
nished a greater ultimate strength and extension than 
the nickel with no manganese. 

By the operation of working or forging, however, 
while the strength and ductility were increased for both 
kinds of alloy, that free from manganese had the great- 
est increase, so that finally its absolute strength was 
practically the same as that of the alloy containing 
manganese. 

On the basis of the above results alloys containing 
no manganese were used in all the subsequent experi- 
ments, and from the experience gained in the prepara- 
tion of the ingots, it was found that the best results 
were obtained by adding in the case of alloys rich in 
iron 20 grms. of aluminium, and with alloys rich in 
nickel 10 grms. of magnesium, in both cases to 20 kilos. 
of the material. 

Another series of alloys has now been prepared with 
a view to determining the effect of carbon on nickel 
alloys. The investigations are not yet complete, but the 
author gives a full account of the constituents and prep- 
aration of the alloys whose properties are to be deter- 
mined. A few of the results already obtained are men- 
tioned. 

The fine-grained structure of nickel-free iron be- 
ing transformed by the addition of carbon into a radi- 
ated crystalline appearance, the addition of 3 per cent 
of nickel caused the carbon to separate out in the form 
of graphite. 

When the carbon remained constant and the quality 
of nickel was varied from 0.3 to 60 per cent, the fol- 
lowing was the result: 

Up to 0.3 to 0.5 per cent carbon the pure iron 
showed the lowest, and the 3 per cent nickel the highest 
elastic limit and yield point, while the tensile strength 
and shearing strength were greatest for the alloy con- 
taining 60 per cent nickel. When the carbon was greater 
than 0.5 per cent the 3 per cent nickel alloy was su- 
perior in all points to the 60 per cent alloy—Engineer 
and Iron Trades Advertiser. 
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A LEAKY TARRED FELT ROOF.

PATTERN FOR A PUZZLE BOX.

The applicant, 
to pass this examination, should be a practical plumber.
